HE Letters from Paris, fay that the Mar- 
uis de Villadarias, with 4* Liewtenant- 
enerals, were killed iu the Field of Battle 

that the Marquife de Bay, and Mahoni, with what 
was left of their Army, not thinking themfelves fafe 
in the open City of Tudella, were marched into 
Navarre towards France; but that the Army of 
King Charles, inftead of purfuing them, had ta- 
ken the ftrait Road to Madrid ; fo thar all Spvin, 
and even the Duke of Anjou’s Perlon, feems to be 
at the difcretion of King Charles ; That fince the 
fatal Battle of Saragoffa every thing is here in the 
utmog Confufion ; and feveral Grandees at Court 
are preparing ro retire to Burgos with their beft E 
fects, Letters {rom Arragon fay that King Charles 
was ftill ar Sarragoffa with about eighteen thoufand 
Men ; tharhis Troops did Fortage as far as Agreda 
and Medina-Celi, and that be had detaichd 4000 
Men for Valencia, where, according to cur laft 
Advices from thence, there have been feveral Tu- 
mnlts; infomuch, that the Magiftrates have defir- 
ed leave to Retire to Repuena ; That Prince hath 
reftor'd the Arragonois to their Ancient Privileges ; 
he hath granted a general Pardon io the Inhabitants 
of that Country, and ordered that all the Natives 
of France fhould depart immediately from thence, 
The Miquelets have taken the Caftle Miravet. The 
Scatter'd Remains of our Army lie near Tudella, 
and they are faid to confift of 5000 Foor and 3000 
Horfe. That 2 Regiments of Horfe are Marched 
from Eftramadura, and one Andalufia, in order to 
join them. The Sieges of Aire and St. Venant are 
carried on with all Imaginable Vigor by the Princes 
of Anhalt and Friefland, while the Duke of Mar!- 
borough in his Camp at St. Andre covers them both.
